Relief committees have been 
formed in various centers, composed 
of high native officials and foreigners 
Everything possible is boing done, but 
the task appears so gigantic that most 
serious conditions will result before 
any headway is made. The govern- 
ment has opened public relief works 
where men can secure employment. 
The grand canal-is being deepened at 
Hnlchow; -the work on the improve- 
ment being started merely to give em- 
ployment to some of the starving. t,s- 
timates have been made of the cost of 
feeding each starving person, and the 
total amount will reach close to .$<.(>,• 
000 dally. This estimate is based on 
• calculation that four million peopla 
«re actually starving. 


Incidents are Revolting. 


Some of the incidents of the famine 


related in the Chinese press are most 
revolting. A story is told of one fam- 
ily—the mother and- father and two 
children. The mother left home on a 
search of food. While she was .away 
the father, despairing of aid, threw 
both children Into the 
river. , ,The 


mother returned and learning what 
happened threw herself In the river 
and drowned. 
The grief stricken 


father followed and thus the whole 
family perished. 
Tho government Is selling grain and 
salt where it can. In some instances 
the public selling places had to be 
closed because of the great rush of 
natives to buy. In Hsuchoufu in'De- 
cember three or four women were 
crushed to death .in the mad.rush for 
food. 
The price of vegetables has 


doubled and conl nnd coke costs more 
than ever before.

that his wife had attempted to com- 
mit, suicide. 
When the physician arrived both 


Mrs. Copley and the baby were dead. 
He immediately notified the police 
and as a result the husband and fath- 
er was placed under arrest. He was 
subjected to a, severe examination :l. 
the police station, hut insisted that his 
wife had killed herself. 


The prisoner declared that, he did 


not know the baby had been shot, un- 
til Dr. Dorsey pulled down the cov- 
ers of the bed in which the two were 
Ivirig. -Copley admitted that he and 
his wife had quarreled in the early 
part of the night and said • that his 
wife had taken the two children, Ray- 
mond, three years old, and Ruth, the 
baby, and gone to a room and that 
he went to his room on the second 
floor to retire for the night.

Indianapolis. Jan. 30.—The house 


yesterday afternoon voted against au- 
thorizing Indiana university to estab- 
lish a medical college in Indianapolis, 
and it is the understanding that a sim- 
ilar request from Purdue University 
will meet the same fate. Many of tha 
legislators say they will not allow ei- 
ther state school to establish a med- 
ical college In Indianapolis. 


The bill introduced by Representa- 


tive John Edwards, giving Indiana Un- 
iversity such authority, was defeated 
by a vote of 44 to 61- 


Members who are in sympathy with 


the bill declare that its defeat indi- 
cates clearly that the house Is not dis- 
posed to enact medical college legis- 
lation. The men who championed the 
bill In the house say the senators aro 
of the same mind.

Senate Refutes to Allow Additional 


Charge for Paying en Train, 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 30.—With 


resounding cracks of the party lash, 
both by the minority and the major- 
ity, the Indiana senate yesterday aft- 
ernoon passed to engrossment an Iron- 
clad 2-cent fare bill, which will give 
the railroads no opportunity to make 
extra charges for carrying baggage, 
or to charge a price higher than two 
cents a mile when the fare is paid on 
the train. 


The amendment to strike out the 


two and one-half cent, differential in 
the original bill was offered by Sena- 
tor Kirkman and after a deal of argu- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 29 to 
17. The amendment that. 150 pounds 
of baggage shall be carried free of 
charge for each passenger was offered 
by Senator Kistler. of the minority. 
The motion to table this amendment, 
made by Senator Bland, author of the 
bill, was lost by a vote of 8 to 39 and 
the amendment was adopted by a viva 
voce vote.

ed boiler and driven full of minute 
particles of blackened dust and dirt, 
as though from a powder explosion, i 
Heavy work clothing hung in tatters 
from the bodies of the injured men, 
anrl It was the work of but a few mo- 
ments for the surgeons and nurses to 
cut It away. 


Lower had been blinded by the de- 


luge of boiling water thrown in the 
explosion, and fully three-fourths of 
his body was seared and scalded so 
that the skin dropped from It in great 
Unices. The 
extensive 
scalds em- 


braced the heart, face, chest, arms 
and hands. The skull was fractured, 
there was a fracture of the upper Jaw, 
the left clavicle was crushed in and 
the right leg was fractured a short 
distance above the knee. The entire 
surface of the face was scalded over, 
and there were numerous cuts about 
the hrfid, arms and hands. It is al- 
most a miracle that the man survived 
his injuries long enough to reach Fort 
Wayne. 


Has Chance for Recovery. 


Brakeman Bogifn, though very ser- 


iously Injured. Is believed to have.a 
chance for recovery, the most critical 
aspect of his case being, in the opin- 
ion of the surgeons, a possibility that 
the spjnal cord has been injured. 
Like his less fortunate companions, 
Bogan was scalded about tho head, 
face and neck, both wrists, the lower 
right leg and a portion of the right 
thigh and the left leg and a portion of 
the right thigh and the left leg from 
the knee downward. He has also sus- 
tained an injury to the small of the 
back that It Is feared may have in- 
volved the spinal cord. His face was 
seared and blackened, and though suf- 
fering intensely he was able to tell his 
name and address to the nurses at the 
hospital.. Swathed In bandages, he lies 
In a darkened room at the hospital to 
begin the fight for life, with the 
chances about even.

Every item or Incident colorable 
by suspicion into sensational appear- 
ance has been given wings. Ordinary 
occurrences have been magnified into 
the semblance o£ great events. On the 
assumption that our settlers are land 
thieves in the main, the most odious, 
oppressive and exasperating treatment 
has been meted out to them in numer- 
ous cases for the last five or six years. 
Residents of the public land states no 
longer enjoy the presumption of inno- 
cence, but rather face the presumption 
of guilt. They are charged with con- 
spiracy to despoil their own states, to 
limit their future possibilities by op- 
pressing themselves and with cheating 
their government In the interest of 
grasping speculators. No exceptions 
are made by the order of Dec. 18. 


A "Striking Parallel. 


"Should some morbid, moral delin- 


quent pay nightly visits to the dens 
of vice and make morning calls at the 
police courts in all your splendid east- 
ern cities, and tlien announce to the 
world from day to day with loud ac- 
claim that crime .and moral leprosy 
overwhelmed you all, he could, at his 
pitiable best, play in your field the 
part the secretary of the Interior has 
played as regards the people of the 
public laud states. Unchecked by con-" 
tradiction. emboldened by non-resist- 
ance from the west, and unmerited ap- 
plaiise from other quarters, the secre- 
tary finally violated the legal rights 
and assailed the veracity and Integrity 
of hundreds of thousands of entrymen 
on the public domain by and through 
the brief order complained of. 


"Excluding the timbered area of the 


northwest, the people of every locali- 
ty in the country concerned well knew 
that as to their locality the off repeat- 
ed charges of the secretary were un- 
founded to any justifiable extent: but 
they supposed, being in possession of 
the public records, that that official 
knew of flagrant violations of the law 
in other sections. If frauds were be- 
ing perpetrated in the acquisition of 
public land, the settlers of every local- 
ity, in the west desired them stopped 
and the perpetrators punished. As to 
their several neighborhoods, residents 
generally ,knew the charges were 
wrong, whereas all the people outside 
of the public land states believed the 
charges were well founded, and so be- 
lieving applauded the secretary as en- 
gaged In a righteous crusade against 
crime. 


Scores Hitchcock. 


"The fact that every fraudulent 


transaction complained of was initiat- 
ed and consummated under the ad- 
ministration of the present secretary 
was not given publicity. 
Few have 


stopped to consider the slender basis 
of the charges made In discriminating 
against fifteen millions of people in- 
habiting fourteen states and three ter- 
ritories. 


"Notwithstanding the expenditure 


of an excessive amount ot money by 
the present secretary> the truth re- 
mains to be told that the percentage 
of fraudulent public land entries for 
the last eight years, disclosed by In- 
vestigation, bears about the same an- 
nual proportion to the whole number 
of entries as obtained during each of 
the preceding forty years. It remains 
to be shown by the records that tho 
present. secret«ry has been less effi- 
cient, during his "eight years of serv- 
ice In challenging •erroneous. Improp- 
er or fraudulent land entries than were 
bis four 
predecessors 
during 
the 


eight 
preceding 
years. 
Even the 


abuses under the so-called timber and 
stone law, which the secretary might 
have stopped any day, are shown by 
the records to have been shamefully 
exaggerated. 


Even President Deceived. 


"I fully realize that oven the presi- 


dent of the United States has been 
deceived and alarmed by the current, 
oft repeated and uncontradlcted re- 
ports of the secretary. The president 
has not been able to go through the 
records and into the details of the In- 
terior department, and Its operations. 
Burdened with more work than any 
of his predecessors have undertaken, 
the president must accept the state- 
ments of his subordinates as true. Ho 
cannot, check and counter-check them 
all. He has relied on the reports of 
the-secretary of the interior as hava 
the 
people generally, outside 
thn 


states, to which his accusations ap- 
ply. 
The president and 
all others 


misled by the crusade of his represen- 
tation, arc clearly free from respon- 
sibility, except to hear the truth as 
told by the government records and 
then to' do Justice to an outraged peo- 
ple. 


Measuring my words with care, I sny 
that the order of tne honorable 
secre- 
tary, of December IS. last. Is both unjust 
and oppressive; and. further still. I here 
aver that the records of the Interior de- 
partment do not furnish Justification for 
the order; but on the contrary those rec- 
ords demonstrate that the order is not 
only unjustified, but- clearly Indefensible 
as to homestead settlers. 
Suspected at every turn In the road of 
evil design, harrassed by special agents 
and exasperating requirements of the 
Interior department it Is not surprising 
that two honest homeseckers left the 
United States to locate in Canada during 
the year IflOS to one that filed a home- 
stead <mtry on the public domain of the 
United States. While we are pinching, 
suspecting and harrasslng our homestead 
settlers, the Canadian government, ap- 
preciating this class of people, as they 
were appreciated In this country in the 
days gone by, extends a cordial welcome 
to American homoseckers entering the 
Dominion. 
The Canadian law requires 
only three years' residence on a home- 
stead, whereas our law requires five, and 
tho order of the secretary will add from 
one to ten years more to the time limit 
nx«d by our statute. 
As to all final entrymen of public land 
the secretary of the Interior violates the 
law by refusing to execute It. He has 
violated the law by adding to .it condi- 
tions'oppressively extending time limits, 
thereby essentially changing Its letter and 
Intent. He- has violated the spirit of the 
law by prescribing odious methods of pro- 
cedure neither contemplated nor sanc- 
tioned by the law. His order would 
humiliate, and if possible, degrade a very 
large and respectable body of worthy cit- 
izens by discrediting their sworn testi- 
mony and subjecting them to a. system of 
espionage to emphasize- the official dis- 
credit.

LECTURE BY PROF. ZUEBLIN, B. D. 


Eminent 
Profetsbr InteretU Large 


Audience On "The Gothic Revival." 


Tho first of a series ot lectures on 


the general topic "Art and Life," w»s 
delivered at Westminster church last 
evening by Prof. Charles Zueblin, pro- 
fessor of sociology at Chicago uni- 
versity. There were about two hun- 
dred 
people in attendance. Prof. 


Zueblln's subject was VTho Gothic 
Revival," and he was listened to with, 
the closest attention. 
So much did 


the lecturer come to the minds of his ' 
hearers that tho subject became al- 
most a modern one. Topically tho 
lecture wua divided into the worM 
beautiful; the eighteenth century, the 
reaction against, eighteenth century 
formalism, the Gothic revival. Prof. 
Zueblin began by an eloquent plea for 
democratic art, and 
said such art, 


"made by the people and for the peo- 
ple, a joy to the maker and user," 
was the once despised 
Gothic. Ho 


then discussed the love of the classic, 
and formal in literature, art, religion, 
philosophy and manners of the eight- 
eenth century and told how original- 
ity, 
enthusiasm and imagination were

scorned,

The natural reaction which 
found 
expression in 
the 


romantic movement, which had its be- 
ginning in tho fantastic an:d ended in 
the scientific. Prof. Zueblin referred 
to the |arious revivals of great writers 
to the appreciation of nature and to 
religious movements. He told how In 
the revival of the Gothic it had found 
expression in various'forms, at first 
an affectation, .but which reached Its 
fullest expression in Ruskln's "Stones 
of Venice."

Saint Andrew and there were mem- 
bers of the crew yesterday ready to 
avow that the waterspout was curling 
skyward to fill up the hole that the 
meteor made last fall.

Have Narrow Escapes in Big Baldwin 


Locomotive Works. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 
30.—Fire 


which started with an explosion in the 
paintshop destroyed one entire section 
of the big Baldwin Locomotive works 
last night, entailing a loss of $1,000.- 
000. 
The destroyed building is about 


115 feet long by 150 <-eep. facing 0:1 
Spring Garden street and immediately 
adjoining the main ofllce at the corner 
of Broad and Spring Garden streets 
and the erecting shops, smithshops 
and foundries on the south. 


These buildings 
were 
threatened 


with destruction, as were other de- 
partments In the rear of the destroyed 
building along Spring Garden street 
and on Fifteenth street, and the entire 
fire department was called out to fight 
the flames. 


The Baldwin Locomotive works Is 


the largest industrial 
plant in the 


United States and employs 18,000 men 
in this city and nearly 10,000 In depart- 
ments in Lcwlston and other places. 
John H. Converse, president of Burn- 
ham. Williams & Co.. which operates 
the Baldwin plant, said that tho loss 
•would reach probably $1,000,000, fully 
covered by Insurance. 


Tho 1.000 men employed 
In the 


burned building, he said, would bo im- 
mediately put to work in : other d<s 
; 


partmcntB. The fire, he added, would 
not greatly hinder^ work, as -the de- 
partments destroyed ana duplicated In 
other part* of'the plant.

iarry W. Wiley. Uncle Sam's food ex- 
ert, has told the house committee on 
griculture some .startling facts con- 


rning the dangers of cold storage, 
yster shipments, and gelatine manu- 
icture. The chief of the bureau of 
liemistry of tho agricultural depart- 
nent informed the committee, which 
as ju3t made public Its hearings on 
16 agricultural appropriation bill, that 


milk and eggs arc badly affected im- 
lediatuly upon being put In storage, 
hat bulk oysters, If not "embalmed." 
requently contain 
ptomaines, 
and 


liat. gelatine has been found to carry 
ockjaw germs. 


Dr. Wiley related the 
results ob- 


ained In two cold storage warehouses 
hich are at his disposal In Washlng- 
on, where he has conducted .experi- 
ments with all sorts of foodstuffs. 


Milk and Eggs Quickly Deteriorate. 
"Milk begins to 
deteriorate right 


.way and so does cream," he 
said. 


Eggs also begin to deteriorate Immc- 
liately. 


"Fruit Is Improved and sometimes 


ontlnues to Improve for three months, 
•lent Improves up to about *lx or eight 
weeks. 
But. after three months for 


meat you can see that It has reached 
he maximum. Then It begins to go 
own, 
I do not care how hard It Is froz- 


en." 


When asked for a further explana- 


lon of the deterioration of meat frozen 
n cold utorage. Dr. Wiley said: 


We find that meats do not taste and 


imell so well. Every time tho jury 
can pick that which has been kept 
more than three months. 


"Take our quail. Wo hnvo a quail a 
ear old and a fresh quail cooked Just 
alike at the same time. You can dls- 
ingulsh Instantly between them—first 
>y their looks, and then by smell and 
.aste. Every time the jury can pick 
hem out blindfolded.1' 


Cold Good for Short Time. 


Dr. Wiley declared that he Is a thor- 


mgh believer In cold storage. He Is 
jf the opinion that most foods Improve 
when properly kept, for a short time. 


The object of his experiments, he 


said, Is to Inform the public, and par- 
Icularly cold storage concerns, how 
ong they may safely keep articles of 
food. He said that as yet he has been 
mablo to determine whether drawn or 
undrawn poultry keej s better. 


Dr. Wiley was asked many questions 


about, oysters. He said that oysters 
opened and shipped In buckets should 
>e prevented from entering Interstate 
commerce, because they are dead. 


"An oyster is dead an hour after It 


s opened." said Dr. Wiley, "and Is not 
good. It loses Its flavor." 


In response to inquiries from Rep- 


resentative Haskins as to the advisa- 
bility of freezing oysters to preserve 
them for shipment, Dr. Wiley said: 


"They ought not to be frozen. That 


ruins them. 
As soon as they thaw 


they are dangerous." 


He urged that oysters bo shipped 


alive In the shell. Dr. Wiley declared 
the greatest outrage of the 
oyster 


trade Is to soak oysters with 
fresh 


water and swell them up to make them 
look fat. 


Bulk Oyiters Often Have Germs. 
Dr. Wiley said that oysters In cans 


are all right, but concerning bulk oys- 
ters shipped In tubs and buckets he 
said:. 


"They are either 
preserved 
with 


some preservative or are dangerously 
near the ptomaine line." 


Gelatin was denounced by Dr. Wiley, 


who said of It: 


"It is made of the scrapings from 


hides that, go into tanners' 
vats. 


These hides, which smell to heaven, 
are treated and trimmed. These trim- 
mings are used to make gelatin. The 
marine hospital service found tetanus 
germs In gelatin." 


Dr. Wiley said gelatin factories arc 


the dirtiest in the world, and that, the 
hijles ars treated for shipment with 
alkali, which Is rubbed into them. He 
said that in glue factories what Is not 
fit for glue is made Into gelatin. 


In reply to a question from Repre- 


sentative Haugon us to the uses of this 
gelatin Dr. Wiley said: 


"It is put Into Ice cream and candies 


and Is used for making capsules that 
you take your medicine in." 


He added that there is no objection 


to gelatin If properly made, and that 
there Is plenty of wholesome raw ma 
terial frcjm which to make It. 


"No one wants to run the risk o! 


getting lockjaw by taking a powder or 
a pill or eating ico cream," concluded 
Dr. Wiley.

This arrangement calls for a high em- 
jiro comb, and tho ornament, employed 
n the evening must be selected with 
reference to the size of the knot or 
mffs.

an attractive arrangement for the hair. 
n this the knot Is so far forward as to 
make the pompadour comparatively 
small. The hair Is separated and made 
nto numberless small puffs arranged 
apparently without any real design, 
although in reality each puff must, bo 
>laced with precise reference to all the 
others. 


Aigrettes, marlbout and ostrich tips 


are used for ornament, marlbout being 
especially pretty as It Is so soft and 
delicate and yet stands up well with

style.

many as three ostrich tips are placed 
Logether for an ornament, but they are 
all exceedingly small. When the knot 
is large or when puffs cover so much 
of the head it is often difficult to add 
even a small ornament, so that this 
year the feathers, flowers and wreaths 
are not obligatory as was formerly the 
case.

A "temper" cry, of course, stops when 
the Infant gets itg own way, and some 
young mothers forget that If they give 
up to a baby once for the sake of quiet 
It will take twice as long to control It 
the next time. Babies arc far cleverer 
than one experienced in. dealing with 
them Is Inclined to believe, and an in- 
fant only a few'weeKs 
old can be 


spoiled by over indulgence. This Is no 
exaggeration, 
and 
discipline 
can 


scarcely begin too - soon. 
Certainly 


when a baby Is old enough to cry and 
scream with temper, and'H-will do this 
In a few days, It is old enough to learn 
that this is not the way -to'do. Punish 
it? Dear me, no: Just don't give In. 
There is danger, of course, sometimes, 
that a very young-baby may .cry itself 
Into convulsions, 'but this 'danger is 
more remote than: an anxious and in 
experienced young mother thinks. 
I j 


know some of you are-say Ing that i ' 


hard hearted/and* unfeeling old 


woman, but Indeed I am not. I am 
only wanting that you shall bring up 
your babies to be a Joy to you and 
themselves, which a spoiled child nev- 
er Is. 


Well,- as to these cries., One will be 


given when baby is hungry, and you 
are not to think then it is'slmple rage. 
The hungry scream comes of .course 
just before feeding time. Listen to 
the fretfulness. of It for a moment, that 
your,ear may catch .the quality. The 
crying continues, and the little one is 
restless. Some, babies. will give that 
same cry after feeding, and here it is 
that a mother.needs a sharp ear to 
know whether it is colic or hunger. 
You see it doesn't follow that just be- 
cause the baby has taken all its food 
Its hunger is appeased. The food may 
not be nourishing it at all, and in that 
case baby is honestly hungry and 
needs more food.' Not of the 
same 


kind, no Indeed. .When that fretful 
continuous crying goes on after feed- 
ing a mother who is nursing her baby 
should have the milk examined 
to 


know If it Is strong enough to be 
nourishing and also If there is enough 
of It. 
If the baby Is a -lusty one It 


gets what It wants. 
If. • however, 
a 


mother has strength enough to mind -t 
not. to give In. the lively screaming 
will continue for a time and baby may 
even get angrier and stiffen its body 
like a little ramrod. 
He may kick, 


too. and any of these he will stop If he 
gets what he wants. The best method 
of stopping It Is by diverting baby's | •* 
attention, not always an easy thing to 
do. hut usually it can be. I know *ev- 
oral young mothers who bravely leave 
their uabies to cry it out when the In- 
fants are cross, and after two or threo 
times of this the babies -learn that 
screams are of no avail.

Dear Sir:~-I respectfully submit the 
following corrections of the published 
reports relating to my paper, entitled 
"Tfce Concentration of Wealth," read 
before the American Association for 
the Advancement nf Science, at its re- 
cent, session in New York city. 


My estimate as to wealth concentra- 


• tion'is that 1 per cent:of the popu- 


lation of the United States now own 
practically 90 per cent of the entire 
wealth of the nation. 


This estimate is based upon a com- 


pilation referred to. by Senator Ingalls 
upon the floor of the United States 
senate, January 14, 1891, to the: effect 
that 31,100 persons then owned 56 per 
cent of the wealth of the nation. With 
this also substantially agrees (for the 
purpose of this estimate) the compu^ 
tations of Dr. Charles B. Spahr, to the 
effect that 1 per cent of cur population 
owned, in 1890, 51 per cent of the na- 
tional wealth; 
and 
of George 
K. 


Holmes, of the, census bureau, to the 
effect that 3-100 of 1 per cent of our 
population then owned 20 per cent of 
our national wealth; as also numerous 
other authorities, substantially uncon- 
tradicted at the time, showing a gen- 
eral agreement upon the part of statis- 
ticians, that one per cent,, or less than 
one per cent of our population owned, 
in 1890, practically half the wealth of 
the nation, 


T, however, insist that in order to 


make these statistics (of seventeen 
years ago) applicable today, allowance 
must first be made for the known in- 
crease, both In size and number, of 
the enormous fortunes responsible for 
that condition; due in part to ordinary 
interest rates, but also, and especially, 
to trust formation, 
railway "reorga- 


nization," and other causes set forth 
at length in my article. 


My estimate as to indebtedness, is 


based upori the census of 1900, giving 
o'iv mortgage, bond, and general in- 
debtedness, public and private, at that 
time, as $18,027,170,540. The census of 
1900 is reprehensibly silent upon this 
Important subject, and, noth with stand- 
ing the excessive bonding of our cor- 
porations within this period, I have;as- 
sumed that our indebtedness has in- 
creased only In the same proportion as 
our national 
wealth 
has. itself In- 


creased bringing the total at this date 
to, approximately, $30.000,000,000. 


t then continue: "But the stocks of 


our railway, trust, and other corpora- 
tions, are expected to draw dividends, 
and constitute as truly an indebted- 
ness iipon the part of the public to the 
owners of wealth as do mortgages and 
bonds themselves; and those, 
under 


their present enormous over-capitaliz- 
ation, would perhaps double our- debt 
burden; with the power given these 
corporations to levy a tax upon the 
industry and property of the nation, na 
extortionate In extent as were that 
debt burden to exceed, in fact, all the 
actual, tangible wealth of tho nation." 
It will be seen, nt a glance, that this 
Is a vastly different statement, from 
that attributed Io me in tho reports, 


to the effect, that this indebtedness 
does'in fact exceed all the actual, tan- 
gible wealth of the nation. 


In disproof of this estimate, as to 


wealth concentration, an enumeration 
is given of farms, homes, savings bank 


eposits, Insurance policies, and even 


corporation, stocks, in the possession 
of the people;' while a distinguished 
financier disposes of my estimate as to 
indebtedness by the assertion that "a 
share of stock in a corporation is not a 
debt in the economic sense of the 
term; but is simply the certificate of 
title ti Joint ownership in a valuable 
property," 
and therefore concludes 


that this estimates is "intrinsically ab- 
surd." 


But, 
however our financiers may set- 


tle this question to their own satisfac- 
tion, so far as the public is concerned 
the payment of dividends upon these 
.stocks differs only in name from the 
payment of interest upon bonds; and 
the public It is that pays both interest 
and dividends; even as it lias already 
paid for the properties themselves, be- 
sides contributing to the 
enormous 


fortunes of the financiers in control. 


What, indeed, is the preponderating* 


part of the "valuable 
property" of 


which these stocks are "a certificate of 
title to," but the power given these 
corporations to tax the public upon all 
its products, supplies, and public serv- 
ices? This it is that has already com- 
pelled the public, not only to pay for 
the properties, but also to build up the 
enormous fortunes of the exploiters of 
these corporations; arid that now en- 
ables these financiers to recapitalize 
the properties at three, or even five, 
times their real worth. 
The some 


$40,000,000,000 of these "securities" 
thus constitute, in fact, a first lien, or 
"blanket" mortgage, upon all the prop- 
erty of the nation; and not until this 
incumbrance is "lifted" can the farmer 
or other citizen be said. !n any true 
sense, to own his farm or home; nor, 
until then, can any enumeration of 
farms or homes, as being 
"popularly 


owned," be considered at nil conclu- 
sive upon this subject, or as substan- 
tially affecting my estimate of wealth 
concentration. 


Nor yet can the people be said, to on 


appreciable extent, to be the proprie- 
tors of these corporations. 
If the 


wage earner has invested his hard- 
earned, and scantily ^ ,-red. savings in 
a share of corporation -stock, it is be- 
cause he has been lured, as in the case 
of the United States Steel corporation, 
Into 
the belief that his investment 


would be safe, as well as available in 
case of need. 
And with this well re- 


membered exception, and perhaps two 
or three other operations of like char- 
actor, the owners of these corporation 
stocks will, as a rule, be found very 
safely included within the 
800,000 


names constituting the one per cent, of 
our population designated as the so- 
called "wealthy class," embraced In 
my estimate. 


Nor yet can the items of savings 


bank deposits, and insurance policies 
extant, be said to argue the possession 
of wealth in the body of the people. 
The few dollars deposited in the sav- 
ings bank, usually constitutes the sole 
dependence of the toiler and his fami- 
ly against sickness, the loss of employ- 
ment, or any of the thousand and one 
vicissitude's of life" that 
beset 
the 


"hand-to-mouth" existence of the great 
body of our population;, ami it there- 
fore remains, and is increased, as a 
precious possession; even though the 
debts of the depositor may 
exceed, 


•many times, tho small pittance depos- 
ited. So, also, insurnnce Is, again, al- 
most the sole dependence of tho toil- 
er's family in case of his doath; and 
is. therefore, taken out, and the pre-

mium paid, so long as the holder can 
beg or borrow a.dollar, and regardless 
of every other obligation. 


In order, then, to arrive at any just 


estimate as to the wealth concentra- 
tion, it. will be necessary to place over 
against the 'farm or home and other 
assets of every citizen, not only his 
individual liabilities, but also the pro- 
portion his property, labor, and living 
are compelled to bear, of the enormous 
over-capitalization of onr trusts, rail- 
ways, and other corporations possess- 
ing monopoly, or-taxing powers. Such 
over-capitalization is but the capitaliz- 
ation of the power of these corpora- 
tions to compel this contribution; and 
as well might we omit the mortgage 
upon farm or home, as to omit this 
Item, from our estimate of the owner's 
solvency. Upon this, the only correct 
basis of computation, my estimate of 
10 per cent of our national wealth as 
yet remaining with the body of the 
people,,would seem to be a gross ex- 
aggeration. 


These estimates, as also the conclu- 


sions drawn from them, are revolu- 
tionary of accepted notions; and I ex- 
pect them to be bitterly assailed. As 
here given, however, they are, at least, 
what I intended to say, and am pre- 
pared to substantiate. Unfortunately, 
owing to a miscarriage in the mails, 1 
did not receive the program of the 
Section, advising me that an abstract 
of my paper would be required, until 
the morning of the day the paper was 
to be read. The abstract was hastily 
dictated, and received from the sten- 
ographer as I was hurrying to the As- 
sociation hall, giving me no oppor- 
tunity for correction. T, however, did, 
almost immediately after the 
paper 


was read, lake the paper itself to the 
press headquarters, and was assured 
that, this, instead 
of 
the 
abstract, 


would ho made the basis of tho re- 
ports. 


By way of personal explanation, I 


desire to say that I am not a member 


of the socialist party, nor in any sense 
its authorized spokesman. My interest, 
in economic subjects is solely that of a 
student and writer; and so little de- 
sirous have I been of enrolling my 
name with the "would-be-famous," or 
in the archives of "Who's Who in 
America," that practically all of my 
writings have been under a nom-de- 
plume. 
It was because the eminent 


scientists, in charge of the economic 
section of the association, were famil- 
iar with my writings, that a communi- 
cation was addressed to me requesting, 
me to present a paper before the asso- 
ciation. 
My appearance before

honorable body was, therefore, not an 
accident; and it remains for a perusal 
of the article itself to determine as to 
whether or not it is "scientific" 
in

PUSH THE CALVES 


Baby Beef-Making Should Begin Uie 
i 
First Day the Calf is Born. 


If baby beef of the very highest 


quality la produced, the work of feed- 
Ing must be commenced the first day. 
The 
mistakes 
feeders 
make 
are 


easy to make and as easy to avoid. 
It Is hard to correct them. The stom- 
achs oc young: calves are- very tender 
and able to digest only warm milk 
as It comes from the cow. 


Jt is a mistake to suppose that a 


young calf, no matter how vigorous It 
may be, cun thrive on Indifferent food. 
Too often men fail in producing good 
baby beef because they do noi take 
proper care of the calves when very 
young. 
The calf should have a good sup- 


ply of warm milk, as it comes from the 
cow. three dines a day. If it is forced 
to wait beyond feeding time and then 
allowed to drink too much milk, indi- 
gestion is sure to follow. Most stunted 
calves are the result of Indigestion. 
When the calf is ten days' o'.d, add 
a little skim milk to the whole milk, 
Increasing It gradually until ten days 
later 
can feed skim milk ration 


with safety. 


It is important that the skim milk 


should be just as warm as that which 
comes from the cow at milking time- 
It is a positive hardship on a calf to 
feed him cold milk, particularly in 
winter time. If you feed your calves 
cold milk one morning and warm milk 
the next, they will develop a beautiful 
case of scours in about a week. 


"When you begin to feed skim milk, 


take some oil meal, cover it .with boil- 


vantage to turn hogs or cattle on after 
the corn is gathered. 


The most satisfactory soja bean that 


I have tried Is the early yellow variety 
known as HoUybrook: they are some 
three "weeks earlier than the mam- 
moth yellow, grow a fine quality Of 
,'lne and an excellent yield of seed. 


It grows off more promptly than the

3t Is absolutely necessary for the 
lan who proposes to retail milk, vege- 
tables, fruit or berries !n a town or 
city, to locate near his market and 
on as good roads as possible. 


The man who has to drive six miles 


to a market, 365 days in a year, has 
to travel 2,190 miles farther in a year 
than the man who has but three miles 
to market. In other words, in eleven 
years he will have traveled the dis- 
tance around the world more than his 
more fortunately located neighbor. 


Good roads are also well worth con- 


sidering, for it Is far easier to make 
five miles on a level road than it Is 


make two miles in mud. 
The man who expects to do general 


farming, growing corn, wheat, oats 
and live stock, doss not need to be so 
exacting In his choice of a location. 


compared with those of former years. 
The gradual decrease In grass yield 
has compelled producers to feed more 
of the costly feeds year by year. The 
reduced pasturage and the poorer hay 
have thus forced more cost into the 
making of a quart of milk. 


The growing use of silage has. In 


the case of many producers, partially 
offset the reduced grass element. The 
Borden restrictions against silage have 
| somewhat retarded the silage move- 


uent. but it begins to be apparent to 
,11 that, Borden or no Borden, the 
producers of milk must be permitted 
o utilize all available feeds that do 
lot lower the quality of milk. So far 
las this idea grown that the produc- 
rs in Orange, other counties Jn New 
rork, have made a formal appeal to 
he Borden's Condensed' Milk Corn-

In some milk regions, where some 


producers, after feeding silage for a 
Ime. had abandoned their silos to 
go Into the Borden ranks, the reports 
how that some of them have this 
•ear filled their silos and remained 


vay from tho Borden plants on "con- 
ract day." These producers, not stop- 
ilng to figure it out, accepted the cur- 
ent idea that Borden prices are bet- 
er than the prices paid by other mld- 
lemen. 
Once Inside the Borden fold, they 


jegan to learn things. 
First, they 


earned that it costs them consider- 
ably more to make milk without sil- 
age than with It. Some of them say 
hat under the Borden restrictions on 
eed they had to put 5, 10 or 16 cents 
nore Into the production of a hun- 
Iredwelght of milk. 


Second, they learned that, counting 


iff the extra cost of their milk, they 
ictually received a smaller net re- 
urn from the Borden line than they 
vould receive from the Exchange and 
'ther middlemen lines that Impose 
10 restrictions on feeds, and that do 
jot Impose the same hard and costly 
ules for drawing and handling milk 
hat the Borden line Imposes. 


Producers can never get away from 


he feed question. At present tho out- 
ook Is for a gradual increase in the 
costs of feed for milk cows. 
The 


lomfng winter promises no important 
•eduction in feed prices.

CHOOSE COW'S BEDDING. 


Ohio Dairyman Says "We Should Ex- 


ercise More Care. 


Many farmers who devote consider- 


able attention to dairying neglect to 
provide proper bedding for their cows, 
or at least are inclined to be careless 
or negligent In this respect. 
Where 


minting for profit la given but small 
consideration In 
the 
general farm 


Bcheme there is generally a plentiful 
supply of suitable material for use 
on the floors, but where rotation of 
crops and other methods so familiar 
to the larger farmer are but 
little 


known through the fact that dairying 
Is emphasized, the 
bedding problem 


sometimes becomes a serious one. 


It must always be regarded that, 


from a dairy standpoint, land devoted 
to wheat growing represents Just so 
many acres diverted from the principal 
industry of the farm. On most dairy 
farms, the only excuse for 
growing 


wheat Is the fact that the straw Is 
needed, and that carelessness In the 
use of straw for bedding may totally 
unfit it, is a fact not-sufficlently realiz- 
ed. Any dirt in the material used Is 
Eure to find its way into the milk 
to a greater or less extent. The straw 
which has become wet and has molde" 
is very unsatisfactory material where 
clean milk is desired, as it contains 
many things which may seriously af- 
fect the keeping quality and whole- 
Eomeness of the milk. The use of dead 
•weeds, raked from the field, or of 
straw 
containing any considerable 


amount of weeds, should bo avoided 
carefully on account 
of 
the 
large 


amount of di«t and possible Infection 
which may be transmitted to the milk. 
Such bedding might be satisfactory 
for horse?, but may be, on tho other 
hand, positively dangerous for 
milk 


cows. 
The dust may not be injurious 


to the animal in any way, but it Is 
likelv to have a bad effect on the milk 
The "straw of barley or of bearded 
\vhep.t is strongly objected to because 
of tiio beards which irritates the skin 
of the animal. 


It is probable that, for the presen 


at Ipast. no more satisfactory materia 
for betiding the dairy herd can i 
found than clean wheat straw.

CORN AND BEANS IN VIRGINIA. 


I have raised corn and soja boans 


together with good results, but my ex- 
perience on the whole is to advise 
farmers not to grow them together. It 
made the corn exceedingly hard to 
cut, as the mass of vegetation was so 
heavy that the corn and beans tumblot 
fn every direction from 
tho heavy 


winds. I believe It is better, on rich 
Jnnd, to grow enrli of the crops sepa- 
rately. 


When the land Is not so rich, and 


\''is not desired to cut and shoc'c tho 
coriij soja beans can be grown to ad 


mt the day Is coming when the first 
juestion asked when the sale of a 
arm is mentioned will be, "Is it on a 
good road?" 


If the proposed system contemplates 
Imost exclusive stock raising, the dls- 
ance to town or village is less impor- 
ant, as there will be less team work 
in the roads to do. 


Living water, streams, springs or 


veils, is desirable, no matter what 
iystem is to be adopted, .and in the 
wenty or thirty years' ownership of 
any farm worth 56,000 this matter is 
vorth considering. 


My own preference Is for a living 


ipring fed by springs; next for springs, 
hen wells, then cisterns, and last of all 
>onds. 


All of us have seen farms, naturally 


not watered, where the owners had 
o go 100 yards to half a mile every 
day In the year for stock water, while 
$100 would have provided cisterns, in 
many cases wells, fully adequate to 
the needs of the farm. 


A fertile soil Is the basis of any suc- 


cessful system of agriculture, and a 
Ifty-acre farm of rich soil Is always 
o be preferred to 100 of thin land. 


The size of the farm Is to be deter- 


mined by the system to be adopted 
and we will consider this from the 
standpoint of the farmer who expects 
:o work upon his own lands and cul- 
ivate them by tho aid of his own fam- 
Iy assisted by hired labor when neces- 
iry.

Curins Meats on the Farm.

ing to keep fresh meat in hot weather 
except In an Ice house. Even then I 
Is dangerous because when exposed 
to the air it spoils in a very few mo 
meets, sometimes. 


ivfeat cannot be long kept even In 


moderate weather, but beef may b£ 
corned or partly cured in the follow- 
ing way and it' will be sweet am 


Kolesome: 
For 150 pounds of meat, take oni 


pound of granulated sugar, one quar 
table syrup, three ounces of salt petre 
four ounces of salsoda and rock sal 
to make brine that will float an egg 
Use enough water to cover the mea 
veil. Boil and skim until It Is white 
then cool until milk warm and pou 
over the milk. 
Change the position 


of the moat In the barrel each week 


In three weeks take out the mea 


and boil the brine, and skim, add one 
half of the' above ingredients an< 
i-hen it Is cool pour back on the meal 
If pork or dried beef, take out In twc 


three weeks and smoke with cob 


or hard wood. 


If you follow the directions exactly 


you will never lose any meat and will 
have as fine meat as you can find on 
the market anywhere, but you must 
not use barrel salt, for it has lime 
in it; and you must be sure to take 
your meat out every week and change 
it around so that the brine gets to 
every part of It. 


After it Is smoked, wrap It in heavy 


wrapping paper, sew up in a cloth 
and paint It thick with whitewash; 
cover It with chrome yellow. If you 
want to. The dry beef is made from 
tho round divided In chunks, as the 
seam between the muscles will show 
you.—James E. Robey- 


SO>IE GOOD ADVICE. 


C. Boslcy Llttlg, of Baltimore, has 


-ecently sent out a circular letter to 
Maryland farmers, touching upon the 
mportance of scientific corn seed se- 
ectlon, planting and cultivation. He 
;ays: 


"Every farmer 
who grows corn 


vould find It profitable to read bulletin 
Vo. 77 of the Iowa Experiment Sta- 
ion. 
Last year the Iowa, station se- 


cured 2,000 samples of the seed corn 
used by farmers in that state. Many of 
he samples were taken 
from 
the 


planter boxes in the field, and all of 
hem represented the actual corn 
Wanted. The tests showed that 19 per 
:ent of all this seed failed to sprout 
even under the most favorable con- 
ditions; 21 per cent more made weak 
sprouts, which would never have de- 
veloped 
. Into 
vigorous earbearing 


stalks. Thus only 60 per cent of the 
seed was fit to plant. This means that 
he stand of corn In the field was only 
about 60 per cent of what it should 
lave been. 


Tho bulletin explains In detail a sim- 


ple method any farmer can use that 
will enable him to pick out only the 
good seed for planting, thus insuring 
jractlcally a perfect stand of corn If 
:he planting is carefully done. 
If 


every farmer in the state of Maryland 
grew a perfect stand 
of corn, the 


average yield of this Important crop 
would probably be 25 per cent greater 
than it is. When such results can be 
lad practically without expense with 
one or two days' work during the 
alter part of the winter when farm 
work is slack, the farmer cannot afford 


neglect Jt. It Is certain that the 


average farmer can increase his yield 
jf corn 10 per cent by properly se- 
lecting his seed. This valuable bulletin 
can be had by addressing Prof. P. G. 
Holden,*Ames, la. There is yet time 


i get the bulletin and select and test 


seed corn before planting time. We 
nope every farmer who reads this may 
send for the bulletin and make use of 
:he Information it contains." 


SELECTION OF AN INCUBATOR 


An incubator to be effective must 


have plenty of space In the egg cham- 
ber. Have a good thermometer where 
it can be read without disturbing the 
machine and a first-class lamp and a 
good removable nursery tray below. 


It does not pay to buy a cheap In- 


cubator. Ask your experiment station 
to recommend a good machine. Ob- 
serve the following instructions in the 
management of your machine and use

The latter must be secured first 
of all by thorough drainage of the 
foundation, and a dry board or con- 
;rete floor, which should be kept cov- 
red with a heavy layer of dried muck 
r dry sand, or, better of both. Next, 
Tood ventilation should be provided, 
leliable Poultry Journal saya on this 
ubjcct: "Damp air may be removed 
y ventilators, which will necessarily 
iake the house a little cooler. Warm 


MAKE BOXES FOR FRUIT NOW. 


A good start Is half the battle. Be- 


gin to get ready now. Buy and store 
all necessary crates, baskets, boxes and 
barrels. Lay In a supply of suitable 


ails, stencils and rubber stamps. 


Build a packing shed in a convenient 
spot, or fix up some shelves in the 
barn or wagon shed. Engage extra help 
for picking and packing operation. 


Paint the ladders; see that they are 


In good order. Get some handy "field 
carriers" 
for 
berry-picking: some 


picking baskets with shoulder straps 
"or orchard use; some printed berry 
checks to give to the pickers as 
vouchers for work done, and some 
printed labels to paste on shipments 
as vouchers for your produce.

week. A small, low house was erected, 
the floor of which was strewn with 
straw, which Is ofton changed. 


In feeding my duckp, which Tver* 


thus far kept In confinement, their first 
meal was composed of meal and mid- 
dlings, mixed into a crumbly paste with 
hot water, and In the evening whole 
grain is given, alternating oats, wheat 
or barley, so as to make a variety. 


These grains are always thrown into 


a pan of water, into the rottom of 
which is placed some sand or grit, 
and this must not be \jwtted as it 
helps to keep them m condition and 
is a great help to digestion.

up oyster shells and old pounded mor- 
tar is also given them. 


A little meat three times a week 


I find very advisable, as well as grass 
and other green foods. When I hatch 
a brood of ducklings for the table, 
I never keep them too long before 
they are killed and they are indistinct- 
ly ready for selling for eating at ten 
weeks of age. 
If kept longer, they 


soon commence to moult and 
lose 


flesh. 


The poultry business has gotten to 


be quite a science. 
The man now 


who expects to make money from eggs 
knows what kind of hens to breed 
and what to feed them. The hen does 
the rest. 


The man who raises the right kind 


of .animals for market does not have 
to hunt a buyer. The buyer comes to 
him. 


Young

eighteen to twenty-four eggs the first 
season. Old geese will lay from thirty 
to forty. 
Young geese seldom get 


broody the. first season. 


Of course you know that the price 


of milk has gone up In nearly- all the 
large cities and most of the smaller 
ones. 
This ought to encourage the 


farmer to get better cows, produce 
better milk and get the highest price. 


The price of apples is going up. 


American apples are selling well on 
the European markets. The first Ben 
Davis apples shipped to Liverpool this 
fall brought 54.10 per barrel, which 
will give tho fruit growers 52.25 at the 
shipping station. 


WHY HOGS BREAK DOWN. 


Too Much Corn Cause* Excess Fat and 


Too Little Muscle. 


There are many complaints this 


year, as there nro every year, that 
hogs, and particularly young pigs, are 
breaking down In the hind quarters, 
thus becoming useless. This trouble 
Is caused by feeding corn exclusively 
and giving too much water. 


Corn and water makes more fat 


than bone and muscle and the result Is 
the bones of the pigs' legs are too 
weak to sustain the body. Then they 
die of starvation because they cannot 
reach the trough or move about to 
get food. 


In the first place this trouble can be 


prevented by feeding young pigs a 
very small amount of corn while 
nursing their mother. 
The 
amount 


should then be gradually Increased, 
and when weaned they should have a 
mixture of bran, shorts, corn and a 
little bone meal, with sufficient, milk 
to make a thin slop. 


"When young pigs are paralyzed it 


is best to take all corn away from 
them and place them at a trough or 
box In which has been stirred bran 
and the following tonic, which Is 
recommended by tho Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry as a preventive against 
hog cholera and swine plague:

HOW TO KEEP A HORSE POOR 


Tha horse most commonly grown 


upon the farm and the one which Is 
so often neglected when It comes to 
preparing him for market, la the draft 
horse. 


Pounds of flesh are an Important 


factor In determining his market value. 
This being the case, it Is very nec- 
essary to have him make heavy gain*. 
One of the first points to be considered 
in fattening a horse Is to attend to 
his teeth. Many horses fall to male* 
good gains, due to the fact that their 
teeth are not In proper condition. 


The preparation of the teeth 
Itf 


known as the floating of the teeth. 
It Is best to get a veterinarian to do 
this, as he has the proper instruments, 
and where there are many to do. It 
can be done more rapidly. Floating 
the teeth Is a point which a great 
many people overlook, and la In mar/ 
instances the cause .of a horse being 
out of condition. 


When a. horse has a number ol 


sharp projections on his teeth, the 
gums become raw and sore, so that 
he does not masticate his food thor- 
oughly; consequently indigestion often 
results and the horse runs down In hla 
condition. 


In examining a lot of horses re-

F.FFECT OF WEEDS IN CROPS. 


By Prof. J. F. Wojta, Gustavus Adol-

The evils resulting from the growth 


of. weeds In crops are to a large de- 
gree these: 
Weeds tend to rob the 


soil of its plant food, such as may be 
derived both from natural and artifi- 
cial conditions—natural, as produced 
by the decomposition of organic and 
norganlc material In the soil, and 
rtificial, as that effected by man, 
argely by the application of farm- 
ard manures. 
Weeds tend to smother the useful 
rops and thereby reduce the yield

This medicine may also be used as 


a preventive of most swine diseases 
and for this purpose should be put 
n the feed of the whole herd.

Washington, Jan. 23.—Senator Bev- 


eridge. of Indiana, addressed the sen- 
ate today in support of his bill to cor- 
rect the evils of child labor through- 
out the country by barring from the 
rights of Interstate commerce pro- 
ducts of child labor as made under 
certain specifically prohibited condi- 
tions In the proposed law. A large 
audience in the galleries heard and 
he was listened to with close attention 
by the senate. 


His speech was delayed because of 


toe discussion occasioned on the house 
provision, increasing the salaries of 
senators, members of the house and 
cabinet officers. 


Mr. Beveridgc's Speech. 


Senator Beveridge spoke lu part as 
follows:

Dr. C. S. Anderson, of Laud, who was 
so severely burned at her home late 
yesterday afternoon, died at the resi- 
dence of a neighbor this morning at 
4:30 o'clock without ever having rail- 
ed from the shock due to her horrible 
experience.

She was alone in her home about 


C:30 o'clock yesterday evening and 
was writing at a desk in the corner 
of the

living room. 
Just 


back ot her was a small table upon 
which she had placed a kerosele lamp 
and Immediately above it, suspended 
from the celling, was a lamp in which 
gasoline was burned 
under 
an air 


pressure. 


The heat from the lamp on the table 


caused the gasoline to explode with 
terrific force and a shower of flame 
enveloped her. 
She ran 
from 
the 


house to a well in the yard and her 
screams attracted a neighbor, 
who 


smothered the flames cV her burning 
clothing with his overcoat and was 
also compelled to pull his hat down 
over her head to extinguish her burn- 
ing hair. 


She was taken 
to the home of a 


friend across the street and Dr. Schu- 
man and Dr. Carl Souders were sum- 
moned and last night Dr. A. H, Mac- 
beth, of Fort Wayne, was called in 
consultation. 
He arrived about an 


hour before death intervened. 


The house in which Dr. and Mrs. 


Albertson lived gave mute testimony 
of the force of ihe explosion, as It was 
wrecked in spite of the fact that there 
was not more than a quart of gasoline 
In the lamp. It was ignited by the 
burning oil, but little damage resulted 
from fire. Two 
locked 
doors in a 


room in which Mrs. Albertson was 
writing were wrenched open and the 
glass was blown from a big window 
and the 
draperies 
carried 
entirely 


across the street. 


The walls were pushed outward six 


Inches and the glass shattered. The 
dead woman was a bride 
of only a 


few months, having been married last 
November. 
She and her husband re- 


cently located at Laud, having prev- 
iously lived at South Whitley. She 
was prior to her marriage Miss Edna 
May Demick. 


The husband Is the son of a promi- 


nent minister at this place and he 
was absent from home on ai profes- 
sional call at the time of the explo- 
sion.

It was the seat of a mediaeval 
principality which was swallowed up 
by Lithuania and under the Polish 
kings was a flourishing center o£ 
trade.

Polotsk was a Jewish center In the 
latter part .of the eighteenth century 
and suffered severely as a result ot 
the French invasion in 1813.

The Senate and House of Representatives: 
I transmit herewith n report and subse- 
quent letter from the superintendent of 
the department of Insurance of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and a letter of Mr. 
Louis D. Brandons, of Boston, In reference 
thereto. 
I agree with the recommendation of Mr. 
Drake that what is needed.is an Insur- 
ance law' for the District of Columbia 
on tlie lines of the so-called Ames bill, 
already Introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives, revising It so ns to include 
In It nil the desirable features of the 
so-called uniform 
bill,. 
With proper 
modifications after expert revision thia 
bill could be enacted into law so compre- 
hensive and Just that it would stand as 
a model of equity. I regret greatly that 
there is not national power to deal with 
this, subject: but in as much as this . 
seems at present tn be the case, w« should 
at least, establish a model law In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


I feel that the department of insurance 
of the District of Columbia should be 
made a bureau in the department of com- 
merce and labor.

This incident suggests first of all 


the nearness of God's blessing. Us un- 
expected nearness. 
The woman un> 


conscious is the type of many a soul. 
"It thou knewest." She did not know. 
Blessing, 
revelation, 
transformation 


at her side, in her reach, and she 
knew it not. Like a sailor dying of 
thirst out on the salt sea, with the 
fresh waters of tho Amazon beneath 
him and about him. 


When Jesus walked among men, 


touching them In their ordinary ex- 
periences, the blessings of God were 
breaking upon them and they knew it 
not 
ft was because of the familiarity 


of his presence, his mechanic's train- 
ing, his likeness to them that men did 
not recognize God; they were offended 
with him. His claims seemed out of 
keeping with his condition. When ho 
traveled with tho two disciples on the 
Emmaus road they did not know him, 
though one would think their own 
heart experiences 
would have sug- 


gested him. And at last he was re- 
vealed in the breaking of the bread. 
In a common meal came their en- 
lightenment, which is an illustration 
of the chosen methods of God. 
We 


have our sacred edifices and sacred 
days and sacred activities with which 
we associate God. But these are tem- 
porary accommodations to our weak- 
ness. 
In the perfected life above 


there is no church. "I saw no temple 
therein." And we may be sure there 
Is no Sabbath, which does not mean 
that sacredness goes out of life, but 
that life is sacred in all its spaces and 
all its times. And the danger about 
our sacred bits of time and space is 
that we shall- confine God to them and 
say that all the rest of the days and 
the rest of space are secular. 


The Omnipresent God. 


When science says that God Is not 


to be sought merely In the gaps oC the 
natural processes, she is not neces- 
sarily irreverent. Science Is bidding 
us learn the deeper lesson, and the 
deeper reverence that comes from It, 
that God Is present in all the texture 
of nature and all her movements. The 
simple fundamental lesson of the in- 
carnation is that God is with, us, al- 
ways available. His revelations are 
not distant, inaccessible, waiting to 
rush upon us unawares. 
Such, sud- 


den, unexpected revelations may come 
sometimes, because our chronic blind- 
ness shuts God up to tho necessity of 
so declaring himself. But the revela- 
tions are awaiting the seeing soul all 
the time. 


"If thou knewest." Many a revela- 


tion of God is unrecorded, unper- 
ceived, because there Is no eye to see 
it. The scientific vision has been 
trained for generations, and the rev- 
elations of God in nature are not yet 
thoroughly known. His truth is in- 
exhaustible, and every search may be 
joyously.expectant. "More light is to 
break from his Word," which* is Jas 
true today as when good John Robin- 
son first said it. -The light is only 
awaiting clear lenses in devout and 
studious souls. All about us blessings 
are awaiting unclaimed. 
Every day 


has Its quota. In Bunyan's allegory, 
the radiant angel Is poised over the 
head of the man with the muck rake. 
God "awaits our upward glance. The 
forces which can.move and change us 
are within reach. 
They bored the 


SImplon tunnel through the Alps, with 
the powers of the rivers on either side 
of the mountains. 
And the rivers 


have been flowing through the cen- 
turies. 


The great forces we have at work 


for us, steam, dynamite, electricity, 
are the products of common materials. 
The greatest physical blessings are 
close at hand. The air we breathe, 
the light which showers its unhamp- 
ered splendors upon us, these are not 
imprisoned, not mortgaged, and they 
aro symbols of God. "He is closer to 
us than breathing, nearer than hands 
or feet." "If thou knewest." She did 
not know. Oh, the pity and the trag- 
edy of Ignorance of the presence di- 
vine- 


Nature's Symbols of God. 


And the verse teaches ua the Im- 


portance pf the trivial. A journey tp 
a well-side. A "dally task with no sig- 
nificance In It 
Tet in that trivial 


duty a transformation 
came. 
How 


many instances of this there are in 
history? 
Galileo, 
observing 
the 


swinging bronze lamp still to be seen 
n the Cathedral of Pisa, and noting 
:he regularity of its movement, found 
the principle of the pendulum, and 
was led into his astronomical work. 
When Napoleon at Waterloo, ordered 


a charge, he carefully scrutinized the 
ground and saw no wrinkle to break 
the flatness of the plain, but noticed 
a llilo chapel which seemed to indicate 
the Interesctiou of roads. He asked a 
peasant if there was any road in tho 
course of his charging squadrons, and 
the peasant answered No. 
So the 


cavalry swept on, and as they were 
close to tho English, rushing on with 
a speed impossible to check, sudden- 
ly a hollow road twelve feet deep 
yawned before them. 
One third of 


the brigade was engulfed, tho gully 
filed with writhing horses and men. 
It was the beginning of the loss of the 
battle, and it was caused by the shake 
of a peasant's bead. 


Importance of the Trivial. 


When F. D. Gamewell was at Dick- 


inson college, he took the engineering 
course because of inherited tastes. 
He became a missionary, and when 
the Boxer rebellion broke out in 
China and the European missionary 
and diplomatic population of 1-ekin 
took refuge in the English legation, it 
was Gamewoll who conducted tho en- 
gineering work which made tho de- 
fense successful, work which called 
forth the admiration of military ex- 
perts and won for its brave leader a 
medal from the British government. 
It was that college course, bearing no 
apparent relation to the lite work of 
him who took it, which prevented the 
slaughter of those gathered represen- 
tatives of Europe and America by the 
Infuriated Boxer fanatics. History is 
full of illustrations of this principle— 
tho Importance of the trivial. 


And how true it is hi nature. One 


of tho most important books Darwin 
over wrote, perhaps his best as a 
record.of keen observation, is called 
"The Formation of Vegetable Mold," 
in which ho shows how much we are 
indebted to.the ministry of the earth- 
worm. We have been shown by care- 
ful experiment that fungus growths, 
those forms of vegetable life which 
seem lowest in the scale, have vital re- 
lation to the soil and vegetable life hi 
general. 


Disease is traced back to organisms 


which are visible only through a mi- 
croscope. 
We have a thoroughly or- 


ganized commercial recognition of this 
principle of the importance of 
the 


trivial. There isn't any waste now in 
manufacturing 
processes, 
at 
least 


waste is reduced to the minimum. The 
utilization of waste means often tho 
margin of profit. The by-products of 
great manufacturing plants arc often 
the moat important financially. 


Life's Sanctified Moments. 


The most recent literary critic who 


has made an estimate of Browning, 
calls attention to what he conceives 
to be the real significance of Brown- 
ing's great masterpiece, "The Ring 
and the Book." Browning found on an 
old book-stall in Florence a paltry po- 
lice record of an obscure Italian crime 
of the seventeenth 
century, 
yellow 


with age, covered with dust, costing 
eighteen cents, and used its vulgar, 
revolting details to make his poem. 
And- the usual criticism lias been that 
the theme was too mean for the glo- 
rious monument reared to it. But the 
new critic Chesterton says that in the 
meanness of the theme is the signifi- 
cance of the poem. "It is an epic of 
the nineteenth, century because it is 
an epic of the enormous importance 
of small things, it is the apotheosis of 
the little; characteristic of 
an 
age 


which fights not with dragons, bui 
with microbes." 


This Is the truth which we need to 


apply to our religious experience. ' We 
are not to dream of crises, revolutions, 
spiritual marvels. 
Intercourse 
with 


God Is not confined to dramatic, start- 
ling moments like thoso of Elijah at 
Horeb. or Paul near Damascus. 
Life 


itself is the significant tiling, and any 
one of its moments may be big with 
importance. Religion -is not a kind of 
moral reserve to be drawn ,on in case 
of emergency. It proves 
its 
value 


when it sanctifies the moments of life. 
Our habit and attitude in little expe- 
riences will determine our fate in the 
crises.

;hou knewest the gift of God." -There 
are many gifts -of God.

which Jacob dug. God gave it.

washed the atmosphere and percolated 
the earth, and gathered itself in sub 
terranean streams, and bubbled gra 
clously into the pit that men dug ti 
receive It. But God gave It. The ligh 
which fell upon ripening crops ani 
threw beauty upon the green fields 
and offered visions to tired eyes—Goi 
gave it. The soil which Is the physl 
cal basis of the life of nations ant 
men. Tho atmosphere which restore! 
wasted vigor, the food which build1 
body tissues. These are God's gifts- 
all of them. Or, in higher realms, the 
beauty which lays Its compelling touch 
upon the stilled soul, the truth which 
means light, food, inspiration for the 
mind, the freedom which gives free 
rein to thought—God's 
gifts 
all c' 


them. 


God's gifts are many—''Every goo- 


nnd perfect gift cometh from above"— 
he Is the supremo giver. "Ho openeth 
his hand," not reluctantly, not occa 
sionally, but 
jubilantly, 
perpetually 


forever. 
Giving is his habit, his pas 


sion, his business. When a spark does 
disturb our cloud, it produces likeness 
in this particular, we become givers 
The Russian peasant described in The 
Outlook, who objected to the priesi 
because he was always praying to Go.5 
"give," and who admired and trusted 
a broad, helpful, kind man. whose use 
ful life was 
always saying, "take 


take," was true in his instincts. Thai 
life is most divine which says will' 
humility to both God and man, "take 
my life." 


The Supreme Gift 


But the gift of God which Jesu? 


knew and which he bestows is not 
material and not intellectual. "The 
gift of God." Something which by all 
pre-eminence 
deserves 
that 
name 


Jesus himself is that gift. Paul couli 
find no better summary of God's gif1 


j than Jesus, whom he called the "uu 
speakable gift." In the chapters pre 
ceding that from which the text is 
taken, Christ had referred to him ' 
as God's uttermost 
gift: 
"God tu 


loved the world that he gave his onlj 
begotten son." But here the Master 
speaks of the gift as distinct from 
himself. He is its agent. God-appoint 
ed, to bring the gift. It is like living 
water, and he longs to give It to this 
parched soul at the 
well. "He" had 


asked the woman for drinlc. but hit, 
real craving was for a chance to save 
her. The salvation of souls was as a 
consuming thirst to him. 
Now this 


living water—which is no stagnant 
cistern, but a spring bubbling with 
soft music and unfailing refreshrnen! 
forever in the soul's depths—what is 
it? 
What but God's love? Love to 


save from sin even this sinful woman 
worn, jaded, apathetic. Love to wel 
come and socthe and reassure and for 
give her. Love which means escape 
from her weariness, the death of her 
despair, the end of the tyranny of hei 
sin.

purpose of tho whole. And Jesus is 
not a problem, a phenomenon, a teach- 
er, a model; he is the giver of the 
love of God, flooding our hearts with 
it through the spirit. If we really 
know what the gift of God is, and who 
it is that tells it, we may indeed ask 
him to solve our ethical problems and 
settle our social disputes, and he will 
answer our prayers; but we will not 
fail to ask him for the living water. 
For this pre-eminently Is his function 
to bring the water 01 life and its eter- 
nal satisfaction to thirsty souls.
